Resting the Lungs 


Daring Operation Is Performed by a 
British Doctor 

The, delibexate collapse of a dineas- 
ed lung so that is may be temporarily 
put out of action and rested is the 
daring operation performed by a Brit- 
ish doctor.’ The procedure is known 
as “artificial pneumo-thorax.” It de- 
pends for its success on the fact that 
ordinarily the lungs are “held open” 
by the inside wall of the chest. The 
lungs “fit” the chest perfectly, and 
slide. backwards; an@ forwards along 
its inner surface in breathing. But 
the lungs are elastic. Once they 
have been separated from the chest 
wall they tend to shrink to quite smali 
dimensions. The idea occurred, 
therefore, that if gas were blown be-| 
tween the lung and the chest the or- 
gan might be artificially rested. This | 
is now being doje. The gas used is| 
nitrogen. By its means lungs can be 
rested for as long as may be neces- | 
sary, and then ,as the-gas gradually | 
absorbs away, allowed to return ta!

‘Securing a Patent in Canada 


Useful Advice Is Given For Benefit of 
Intending Applicants 

Applications for patents in Canada 
should be addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, Ottawa, Ont. The 
term for duration of a patent fs limit- 
ed to eighteen years, The fee for a 
patent for the full term of eighteen 
years is thirty-five dollars, of which 
fifteen dollars is payable’ on filing the 
application and twenty ddllars on the 
grant of the patent. Any intending 
applicant for a patent who has not yet 
finished his invention, and {is in fear 
of being despofled of his idea, may 
file In the Patent Office a description 
of his invention so far, with or with- 
out plans, when the Commissioner, on 


payment of a fee of $5, causes the 
document, which {s called a caveat, to 
be preserved in secrecy; but the se- 
crecy of the document ceases when 
the applicant obtains a patent for his 
invention. *

Express Rate on Cream. 


Rate of Three Gallon Cans Allowed te 
Alberta Dairymen - 

Favoring the establishment of an 
express rate on three gallon cans of 
cream that would be lower than the 
rate on five gallon cans, the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada al- 
lowed the representatives of the Al- 
berta Dairymen’s Association and the 
express companies one month’s time 
in which to arrive at some suitable 
arrangements. Failing to--reach a 
satisfactory agreement, thé” Railway 
Commission will form a tariff. 

The Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
was represented by A. Chard, traffic 
superintendent of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, who, in giving his evidence, 
stated that owing to the recent legis- 
lation passed by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment it was essential to establish 
a rate on three gallon cans of cream 
if the smaller producers of cream 
were not to be penalized. 

Application of the Alberta Fish 
Company, Limited, for a reduction in 
the express rate on fish from Ed- 
monton and points north to the 
Same rate as for fish shipped. from 
Vancouver, was made to the com- 
mission, but the chairman reserved 
judgment until he had _ conferred 
with the other members of the board.

Splendid Work Carried on by Junior 
Organization In Saskatchewan 

Over 1,000 children in Saskatche 
wan—1,010 to be exact—who are crip 
ples or suffering from some defect re- 
quiring the services of a specialist, 
and whose parents. were financially 
unable to make necessary provision 
for their treatment, have been report- 
ed to the Junior Red Cross, and treat- 
ment provided for the vast majority 
of these cases out of the Junior Red 
Cross Fund for Crippled Children. 

The tangible evidencé of the splen- 
did work being carried on by the Red 
Cross in Saskatchewan was reported 
to a meeting of the Junior Red Cross 
Committee held at Regina a few days 
ago. 

During the past twelve months 
cases calling for treatment have been 
reported on an average of more than 
twoaday. They have been cared for 
at the Sanitarium at Fort Qu’Appelle 
and in hospitals all over the province. 
At one time recently every child but 
one in the children’s ward of a Sas- 


katon hospital was a Junior Red Cross }. 
patient, and there are always a num-| 


ber of such patients there and in the 
Alexandra Club ward of Regina Gen- 
eral Hospital, and in the L.0.D.B. Chil- 
dren's Pavilion at the Sanitarium, 

Nor is there included in this num- 
ber, large as it is, the-many children 
who have received ‘dental treatment 
in rural schools from the two travel- 
ling Junior Red Cross dental cars. Tle 
number of children receiving dental 
treatment up to August 31 last was 
2,590, while the number of fillings, ex- 
tractidns, —ete.,, totalled 5,101. Ad- 
dresses in the schools on oral hygiene 
by the dentists numbered 161, at 
which over 5,000 children were pres- 
ent. 

During the twelve months ending 
August $1 the Junior Red Cross Com- 
mittee expended $30,000 in this work. 
Almost $8,000 has been paid to the 
Saskatchewan Sanitarium alone for 
treatment and maintenance of boy and 
girl patients there whose parents 
could not afford to have necessary 
care given them in order to check the 
ravages of this dread disease.

had disclosed numbers of children re- 


quiring operations \for the removal of }dit 


diseased tonsils and adenoids. Five 
such clinics were organized by the 
Junior Red Cross between June 1 and 
August 31, and were held at Torquay, 
Quimper, Gladmar, Green Lawn and 
Tarnapol. In all 133 children were 
successfully operated on, So success- 
ful indeed has this new department 
proven to be that similar elinics have 
been organized in school districts and 
by municipal health officers quite 
apart from the Red Cross. 

In order to continue this medical 
and good health work on the large 
scale it has already attained, the need 
of extending the Junior Red Cross or’ 
ganization into all the schools was 
clearly indicated, and with the open- 
ing of the fall term renewed efforts 
are~Deing made, and already with 
gratifying results, to organize many 
new branches, This is being done 
with the wholehearted commendation 
and active co-operation-of all Depart- 
ment of Education officials from the 
minister down, and including the de- 
puty minister, school inspectors, 
school nurses, teachers and school dis- 
trict officials. 

To further angment the fund for 
this work it was decided to make the 
issue of a Junior Red Cross Christmas 
Stamp an annual event. For the 
1922 stamp, of which half a million 
have been ordered to sell at one cent 
apiece, Miss Keating, art supervisor 
in Regina College, has contributed a 
most attractive design in three colors, 
red, green and black. 

The members of the Junior Red 
Cross Committee are unstinted in 
their praise of, and thanks to, the 
doctors of Saskatchewan who have 
most generqusly given of their time 
and skill in the treatment of these 
many Junior patients without remun- 
eration, Had it not been for this 
splendid public-spirited co-operation 
by the doctors in this humanitarian 
work it would have been quite impos- 
sible to accomplish such a vast 
amount of good, Parents abd chil- 
dren as well as the Red Cross, are 
deeply grateful and have requested 
the good offices of the press in order 
to give public expression to thelr, ap- 
preeiation.

To all new countries immigration is a matter of vital national importance, 
just as emigration becomes a matter of individual and national necessity in 
older countries with teeming populations and a restricted land area. 

For a century tlie United States was the mecca of the hard-pressed Euro- 
pean emigrant, and the present population of more than one hundred million 
which the United States can boast is the direct result of the enormous influx 
of people to that. new land. Within the comparatively brief period of four 
or five generations, the United States has grown from a sparsely settled 
pionee? country into one of the most populous, highly organized and wealth- 
fest nations in the world. It no longer offers greatinducements to the poor 
man and his family in Europe who is forced by siress of cireumstances at 
home to seek a new land. , 

This fact was fairly generally recognized some years ‘before the Great 
War, and in the.ten or fifteen years prior to the war the stream of European 
emigration was increasingly being diverted to the unsettled land areas of Can- 
ada. The population of Western Canada increased by leaps and bounds, mil- 
lions of acres of homestead lands were taken up, great colonization compan- 
ies actively assisted in directing tens of thousands of settlers to this country, 
villages grew into towns, and towns into cities almost overnight, production 
increased amazingly, thousands of miles of railway were built, and thé whole 
industrial life.of the Dominion largely developed and made prosperous. 

The outbreak of the Great War put an abrupt and complete stop to all 
European emigration, while the exhaustion of free homestead lands and the 
final disposal of those large blocks of ands controlled by colonization com- 
panies operated to shut off immigration of agricultural settlers from the United 
States. Since 1914, therefore, Canadian immigration has been at low ebb, 
notwithstanding the great need of this Dominion in the matter of population 
to develop its great wealh of virgin natural tesources. 

Since the Armistice there has been a steadily growing opinion that Can- 
ada must wake up and endeavor to revive the stream of immigration which 
was bringing life and prosperity to this country before the war. At the same 
time it was realized that after-the-war problems calling for solution made it 
imperative that such immigrants as were admitted to Canada-must be of a 
type which would help the Dominion and not add to the problems. with which 
the country was confronted, 

The situation now is that the population of YGreat Britain is growing 
more rapidly than can be provided with means of livelihood there. Emigra‘ 
tion on a large scale must take place. On the other hand, the vacant spaces 
of the world where white peoplé can live and prosper are largely to be found 
in the British Dominions of Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
It is agreed that it is the part of Empire statesmanship to scientifically direct 
the emigrating Englishman or Scotchman to these outlying paris of the Em- 
pire, thus keeping bim under his own flag, and at the same time adding to the 
economic strength of the Motherland and the Dominions. 

Therefore, the British Government has created what is known as the 
Overseas Settlement Board and placed at its disposal some hundreds of mil- 
Jions of dollars to assist settlement of people from the British Isles in the 
Overseas British Dominions.. Each of the Dominions was invited to develop 
its own plan of immigration and land settlement and work in co-operation 
with the Overseas Settlement Board in London, to the end that the maximum 
number of sturdy British settlers may be settled in he Dominions under con- 
ditions guaranteeing reasonable prospects of making a succegs in life. 

Some time ago Australia announced their scheme, and for some months 
past the stream of British emigration has been largely diretted to our sister 
Dominion. In the meantime, and for some months past, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has been studying the whole\problem of immigration in its relation 
to Canada’s needs and its best interests. A special committee of the Federal 
cabinet has been in consultation with the several Provincial Govrnments, rail- 
ways, and companies and individuals vitally interested in, and informed in 
regard to, the subject of immigration and land settlement. 

The result of this intensive and expert study of the problem is found in 
the announcement made this month by Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of Im- 
migration and Colonization, of the immigration policy of the Government, and 
to which immediate effect is to be given. 

Inasmuch as the carrying out of a successful immigration and land settle- 
ment policy is of the utmost importance to every Canadian, and practically 
so to every resident of Western Canada, and furthermore as the assistance 
of every individual citizn is of prime importance in order to achieve the best 
results, some attention to the plan evolved will be given in a subsequent 


article.

"Shelter For Machinery — 


Your Farm Machinery ts Certainly 
Worth Protecting 


An inexpensive shelter can be erect- 
ed by using a few uprights with a roof- 
ing of lap lumber, rubberoid or even 
Straw. In many places there are 
plenty of trees to supply uprights. 
The back and two ends can be finish- 
ed in rough lumber or, lacking this, 
in woven wire packed with straw. The 
shed should be deep and low enough 
to prevent drifting in through the en- 
trance on the implements, and should 
front in a sheltered place ‘or away 
from the prevailing drifts. A little 
seasonable paint on the woodwork and 
even on the metal of the machinery 
Saves its value many times over, 
while a touch of oil or grease upon the 
knives and friction portions is like the 
stitch in time that saves the nine. 

Keeping the machinery under cover 
undoubtedly prolongs its life. Mora- 
over, during the busy season it ts a 
Saving of valuable time to find it in 
good running order, ‘bolts and chain 
links in place, and sprockets and 
Sears not needing those minor repairs 
that mean many tithes their value in 
critical moments saved.

Ships From Rolling 


"Huge Gyroscope Stabilizer Steadies 
Liner Automatically 


Thousands of people will be glad te 
know that travellers by sea may look 
forward to the day when sea sickness 
has become a thing of the past. 

The Hawkeye State, a passenger 
steamer running between Baltimore 
and Honolulu, is now being fitted with 
a huge gyroscope stabilizer, designed 
to prevent the rolling of ships. 

This apparatus, which weighs 120 
tons and is said to be the largest of 
its kind ever built, is the first to be 
placed in a big passenger ship. It 
reaches a speed of 880 revolutions a 
minute, and is controlled by a series 
of small gyrostopes. These register 
the direction of the roll, and the big 
wheel is then automatically set in 
motion in the direction reguired to 
steady the ship.

Instead of selling unfinished cattle 
in the latter half of the year, sell fin- 
ished stock from January to June. 
Such is the lesson of the course of 


\ prices at ‘the Union. Stock ‘Yards, St. 


Boniface, as shown by the chart 
above. ‘The upper line shows the 
prices of prime butcher steers from 
the first of August, 1921, to July 31st, 
1922, The variations shown are typi- 
cal of almost any year. The reason 
is that. Western Cafada markets a 
great number of immature and poorly 


‘finished cattle every year. The move- 


ment of such cattle is heavy from July 
to December, and almost four-fifths of 
our western cattle are marketed in 
the latter part of the year. The heav- 
jest shipments are in September, Oc- 
tober and November,- and in some 
years the number marketed in those 
months has been as high as 63 per 
cent. of the total fora year. The re- 


sult is that prices go.down, and the 
fall market is extremely unsatisfac- 
tory for cattle producers. 

On the other hand, only & limited 


‘number of our cattle are wiiiter fed 


to be sold as finished animals in the 
period from January to June, and 
there is usually a good demand for 
such cattle during that period. The 
best winter fed cattle come on the 
market in May and June, and that is 


when prices are usually best. But - 


even in January the improvement in 
prices is usually to be noted. Winter 
feeding, therefore, even for only a 
short period may not only put cattle 
in a higher grade by improving their 
condition and finish, but will probably 
bring cattle to market at a much bet- 
ter time for selling. © =

- Although, as is fhe 
case in all new countries, capital must 
be sought beyond its borders, the capi- 
tal accumulation of Canada is very 
great. A Canadian financial journal 
states that from 1915 to 1921, more 
than. $2,512,000,000 of Dominion pro- 
vincial, municipal and corporate seeur- 
ities were sold in Canada.

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Unfinished Stock 
Depresses Markets 


All Market Reports of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture 
4 Emphasize This Fact 


The Dominion Livestock Branch 
market reports for the month of July 
‘Are on the whole somewhat encour- 
aging. While prices for all manner 
of stock in the east were lower than 
they were in July, 1920, they were for 
all, 
than in July of last year. The same 
is true of the market at Wininpeg. At 
Calgary and Edmonton there was a} 
drop all along the line, excepting for 
good lambs at the former place and 
for select hogs at the latter. Once 
more the-complaint is “made of the 
sending of unfinished grass cattle to 
market, but the most depressing ef- 
fect at Toronto was the heavy receipts 
{of western cattle, mostly heavy, 
rough, fat steers. At Winnipeg a 
volume of unfinished cattle was re- 
ceive which the report says should 
have been kept. on the grass for an- 
other Sixty days, At Calgary. the un- 
certainty of feed prospects in some 
districts led to farmers sending their 
cattle in, and the report notes ihat 
with the run of half-fed grass cattle 
arriving, the market in the latte? part 
of the mopth developed a decidedly 
weaker turn. At Edmonton the mar- 
ket was flooded with a lot of thin 
grass cattle; many in particular being 
from thé Peace River district. The 
market fgy calves everywhere was er 
ratic and tending slightly to a decline. 
Lamb prices at Toronto fell off a bit 
towards the end of the month owing 
to heavy offerings, but ®. Montreal 
they averaged from $1.18 to$1.42 per 
hundred over the corresponding month 
of last year. Hog prices were fairly 
steady and inelined to Strength.

Huge Canal will Have to Pass Under! 
Geneva 

A huge canal connecting Rotterdam 
} With Basle via the Swiss lakes of Gen- 
eva and Neuchatel is under considera: | 
tion, and if the project ts carried 
through it will be the most wonder: 
ful waterway in the world. 

Part of the canal, which joins the 
Rhine at Felsenau, is alfeady under 
construction, and will shortly be ready 
for, navigation. Whether the whole 
waterway, running across Europe, will 
be completed depends to a large ‘ex- | 
tent upon whether the fifteen million 
pounds required to construct it can be | 
found, 

The greatest difficulty is the section 
| of the canal which must pass through 
Geneva—or rather under It, for it is 
| suggested to bore a huge subterranean 
tunnel, right underneath the town, 
large enough for cargo vessels of 700 
tons to pass through. 

Ships would then literally sail on 
“the waters under the earth,” and 
after having emerged from the sub- 
terranean canal they would have next 
to’ pass through a series of thirty locks 
between Geneva and Neuchatel, dur- 
ing which they would be raised to a 
height of 200 feet above the lake of 
Geneya. After passing Neuchatel 
they would join the nearly-completed 
waterway along the Aar and-_enter the 
Rhine. . bd 

The full scheme is at ‘present under 
the consideration of the Swiss As- 
sociation for Inland Navigation, and 
great interest is felt in such a@ novel 
waterway.

Anyway, we must have a side-line, and 
I believe the most successful one is 
the milk cow, for the milk cow will 
provide a steady income when other 
sources of revenue fail. A consider- 
able number of farmers are now milk- 
ing a few cows and shipping cream, 
and by this means have made them- 
selves practicaily independent — of 
grain crops, ‘that is, so far as their 
living and other household expenses 
are concerned. 

I myself, after several diminishing 
crop yields, added to my number of 
milk GOws, and as it was these that 
kept me going after the total crop 
failure of 1919 the following extracts 
taken from my records may be of in- 
terest. IL. already had six cows, but 
managed to raise my herd to fourteen 
just ordinary milk cows, and I also 
purchased a really good Holstein bull. 
With nothing coming in except’ from 
the cows I was naturally. anxious as 
to what the results would be and so 
kept careful records. Upon going 
through my records for the years 1920 
and 1921 I find that my cows brought 
me in the sum of $1,97006 during the 
two _years. The income from my 
herd for cream during 1920 was 
$1,085.75; for cream and young stock 
sold during 1921, it was $884.31, an 
average of $90 and $75 per month re- 
spectively the year round, although I 
was milking for 8 months only. This 
year I am milking the same number of 
cows and my figures for June are 
$101.01 and for July $104.79. My best 
month for cream in 1920 was July, 
when the sum of $166.45 was regeiv ed. 
The best month in 1921 was August, 
receipts then totalling $103.84. -Of 
course there was a considerable drop 
in prices for 1921; the average price 
I received in 1920 was 55c and in-1921 
80c. My cows, as already stated, are 
just farm cews,. They cost nothing 
but labor and the price of a little salt 
now and again, so the returns are all 
income to the farm. . 

; Many will tell you that milking 
cows is hard work and that the job 
is. too steady. I grant all this; but 
isn't there plenty of hard work in the 
field, hard work too, that is not so 
sure to bring in an incomet How- 
ever, cream producing has its respon- 
sibilities and needs scrupulous clean- 
liness and care; for we should always 
remember that the quality of the raw 
material, namely, the cream, is the 
chief determining factor in the quality 
of the butter. Without clean, fresh 
and good-flavored cream no equipment 
or skill on the buttermaker’s’ part can 
produce the high Standard required on 
the beat butter markets. 

* To ge™high quality in cream one 
must milk clean in clean vessels, and 
the separating must be done while the 
milk 18 still fresh and warm. Cream 
should be cooled immediately to 50 de- 
grees or less, and not added to bulk 
until thoroughly cool, All who milk 
cows should have a supply of ice, This 
is our one sure crop, has never failed 
and can be put up;-or should I say 
put down?—very cheaply and easily. 
Not only is it an essential for the pro- 
duction of good, sweet crefim, but it is 
a means of supplying the household
